The Son of Napoleon.

The story of the life of Napoleon’s son, 
as it is told in an article entitled ‘The Bo- 
naparte Family,” in the North British Re-

The Gulf Stream 

The Gulf Stream is more accurately 
known than any other of the ocean currents 
| It emerges from the Gulf of Mexico asa 
well defined river of warm water, enclosed 
between banks of cold water. ‘For hun- 
dreds of miles the line between the blue 
waters of the stream, and the greenish 
waters of tlie surrounding ocean, is as visi- 
ble to the eye as the line between the river 
and its banks. So sharp is the fine of sep- 
aration that a vessel is not unfrequently be- 
held with one part manifestly in the blue | 
water, and the other part in the green. | 
Long after the difference in color has be- 
come imperceptible, the thermometer tells 
with unerring certainty when a vessel has 
passed from the cold waters of the Atlan- 
tic into the warm current of the Stream. 
_ As it emerges through the Straits of 
Bimini, it is thirty-two miles wide, probably 
twelve or fifteen hundred feet deep, and 
flows at the rate of four or five miles an 
Careful calculations shows that it 
conveys from the Gulf of Mexico an amount 
of water three thousand times greater than 
that brought into it by the Mississippi; 
and that it carries away to the Northa 
supply of heat sufficient to keepin a fluid 
state a river of molten iron as large as our 
great “ Father of Waters.” It follows the 
line of the coast, at a considerable distance 
until it reaches Cape Hatteras, by which 
time it has spread to a width of about one 
hundred and seventy miles. 
point it rapidly diffuses itself, less however 
by actually mixing its waters with those of 
the surrounding ocean, than hy flowing 
over them as a body of oil would flow over 
the surface of a lake.

across the Atlantic, covering the surface 
of the ocean with a warm mantle which 
‘protects the coasts of Europe from the ex- 
tremes of temperature due to their northern 
When the stream reaches the 
neighborhood of the British Islands, it is 
divided, one portion tending toward the 

lar regions; giving to Spitzbergen, in 
atitude 80°, a mean temperature as high 
as that of the shores of the central part of 
Hudson’s Bay; to Iceland it gives a cli- 
mate as warm as that of Newfoundland. It 
enables the Lapland peasant to cultivate 
his barley in a latitude which upon the 
Western continent is doomed to perpetual 
The green shores of Iceland are 
on the same parallel with the ice-bound 
coasts of Labrador; Paris lies to the north 
of Quebec; the crowded port of Liverpool is 
as far north as those bleak countries where 
the Esquemaux build their snow houses, 
atiently watch the rising seals from 
their breathing holes in the ice. 

All this difference between the climate of 
the two hemispheres—a difference in favor 
of the Eastern Continent fully 
that produced by twenty degree of latitude 
is the gift of the northern branch of the | 
Gulf Stream; while the. other branch is 
equally bountiful to the countries of 
Southern Europe. To France and Spain 
it gives the vine and the olive.

But it was soon found that no such differ- 
rence of level existed; or rather that the 
bed of the Stream, instead of descending to 
the north, actually ascended at a rate of 
inclination greater than the average des- 
cent of the Amazon or the, Ganges. Still 
further observations showed that while the 
Gulf Stream was pouring a current of warm 
water to the north, a counter current of 
cold water was at the same moment run- 
ning beneath and beside it directly into the 
Gulf. Both streams thus flowing in con- 
trary directions, could not be running down 
hill. Vessels drifting northward nesr the 
= banks of Newfoundland, not unfre- - 
quently encounter huge ice-bergs making 
their way to the south, directly in the 
teeth of both wind and the surface current 
of the Gulf Stream. They sometimes rise 
hundreds of feet above the water; and 


hundred feet they rise above the surface 
they must sink a thousand feet below. — 
They therefore penetrate through the su- 
perficial current flowing northward, down 
into a submerged southern current, far. 
enough for its force to prevail over the one 
which was tending to bear them north- 
ward. Ships, drawing but a few feet of 
water, never sink into this under current, 
and so partake only of that which flows up- 
on the surface. pt 
More minute observations showed that — 
this ice bearing current from the Arctic 
regions encountered the head of the Gulf 
Stream near the Banks of Newfoundland, 
and that it was there split into two por- 
_ticns, the one running inshore between the 
American coast and the Gulf Stream, while 


| the other plunged ander and flowed be- 


neath the warm surface current into that — 
very Gulf of Mexico, from out of which the 
other current was pouring. sit 
Here then was a solution of one portion 
of the problem of the Gulf Stream. The 
waters which pour forth to the north, heat-- 


. ed from the great caldron of the Gulf, flow 


into it, as an under current, from the north- 
ern regions. But the other braneh of the 
problem seemed by this very solution to be 
involved in still deeper mystery. What 
was the impelling force that set in motion 
these two opposite currents, thus flowin 
side by side, and over and under eac 
other. 

_For the solution of this problem Lieuten- 


in which we are confident will be found the 
germs of the theory by which will be ex- 
plained not only the Gulf Stream, but all 
of the other currents of the ocean. | 

Let us in order to elucidate this theory, 
suppose that by some process all the water 

_ of one portion of the sea—the Gulf of Mex- 
ico for example—were suddenly to become 
of less specific gravity than the other; or 
we will say, converted into oil: What — 
would be the consequence?’ Why, the sur- 
rounding water would press upon the light- 
er fluid, and force it out in any direction 
where there was no obstacle; spreading it 
abroad over the surface, where the heavier 
fluid would pour in as an under current to 
supply the place of that forced out, keeping 
the whole surface at a uniform level. Now 
let us suppose that the oil as it approached 
the pole was changed to water again, while 
that which flowed into the Gulf was con- 
stantly changed into oil,and soon in con- 
tinual succession; we should then have just 
the phenomenon of the Gulf stream; an up- 
per current of light fluid continually pour- 
ing out from the Galf, and and onder cur- | 
rent of heavier fluid just as constantly | 
pouring in, | 

Our supposition corresponds to the fact 
in all essential particulars. Water, within 
certain limits, expands by heat, therefore 
becoming lighter; and contracts by cold, 
so becoming heavier. The operation of 
heat, alone would simply cause.a general 
currént of warm water to flow on the sur- 
fice from all equatorial regions towards the 
poles, to be replaced by a constant and ani- 
form an under current from the poles to 
the equator. 

This is Bae what takes place in re- 
spect to the other great.fluid body, the at- 
mosphere. Along the line of-the equator, — 
extending for some degrees on each side, 
is a belt of atmosphere in which there are 
no constant winds. Here the air heated 
by the verticle rays of the sun becomes 
rarified and rises. From each side of this 
equatorial belt the air of a lower tempera- 
ture rushes in to supply the partial vacuum; 
thus forming the trade winds, which 
blow steadily from the direction of the 
northern and southern poles.

I’ WHAT THE SOCIETY HAS DONE FOR CALI- 
FORNIA. 
Immediately afer the close of the Mexican 
war, and months before the news of the dis- 


covery of gold here had gone forth to the 


world, this society sought information con- 
cerning the moral condition and wants of 
this then remote and unknown region. Facts 
of such importance came to their knowledge 
that they determined, as soon as possible, to 


_ establish = mission here, and as fast as they 


were able, to furnish the country with a set- 
tled ministry. | 
On the firet day of December, 1848, their 


first two missionaries left New York for this 


country.. Shortly after, authentic information 


of the existence of gold here was published, 


and an immediate and large emigration 


hither began. To meet this increased neces- 
sity for the preaching of the Gospel, the 
society commissioned three more missiona- 
ries, who arrived here in 1850. Two years 
after, upon the representations and urgent 


solicitations of those already here, the society 


appointed six more, who came together, and 
arrived here in March, 1853. 


And still impressed with the importance of 
_ this field, and with the utter destitution of 


any active religious influence in many parts 
of it, they have this year (1854) sent out five 
more, and commissioned one who came to 
this State in 1853, in the service of another 
society. Thus during the past.six years, the 


Home Missionary Society has commissioned - 


seventeen ministers to this State, all of whom 


are here, and engaged in their work except 
three, who are on their way, and are expected 


soon to arrive. | 
But to carry on this enlarged, and compre- 
hensive plan of benevolence in behalf of the 
State, has involved the Society in a continued 
‘and heavy expense. The missionaries found 
_no |advantages at the beginning in any place. 
There were no dwellings prepared for the 


minister and his family, and no places of | 


worship where he could gather a congrega- 

tion. The securing of these required a great 
‘labor at the outset, in each case, and in the 

unsettled state of society the principal bur- 
den fell upon the minister himself. Mean- 
while the heavy expenses of his support pe- 
culiar to this country hitherto, had to be 
ine for a time, wholly by the Society. 
equently, the monthly draft upon the 


| ‘treasury for two years, has varied from $500 


to $1000, and including the outfit and passage 


money of the missionaries the total expendi-. 


ure in behalf of the State must have reached 
nearly $40,000. We have not the means at 
hand by which to ascertain exactly, but it is 
able that it has exceeded that sum. To 


be sure this outlay has secured a set- 


tled ministry to most of the larger towns 
throughout the State, Church buildings 
havé been erected by congregations under 
the. ministry of the societies’ missionaries, in 
ten places, and at an expense amounting al- 
dy to double the sum above mentioned, as 
expended in furnishing a settled ministry to 
the State. These buildings are mostly sub- 
stantial, convenient and tasteful, and, toge- 
ther with the ground on which they stand, are 
with few exceptions, free from debt, to any 
unt. So much has been accomplished in 

the first two or three years of service here. 


And this is mainly of account as providing 


the {means for doing good in future. It is 
however, no part of our purpose -to recount. 
the advantages and value of these beginnings 
to the country at this early day. We only 
say, for what they are, present and prospect- 
the State is indebted to the American 
e Missionary Society.

The Field at Panama. 


There are some of the readers of the Pa- 
cific, that will be interested, in a description 
of my field of labor here, and those who 
would not, can pass by this article. 

I came here nearly three years ago, expec- 
ting that the speedy completion of the rail- 
‘road across the isthmus would soon make 
this one of the most important fields for spir- 
itual labor in the world. That expectation 
has remained eversince, as far from fulfill- 
ment as it was at first—“A few months more, 


! and the road ‘will be done,” has been the cry | 


ever since, but the hope has yet proved fruit- 
less. Meanwhile an almost entire change 
has taken place in the foreign population of 
the place, Some have failed in business, 
many have run away in debt, and very ma- 
ny have destroyed themselves by brandy 
drinking. There is hardly an American here 
now, who was herp when I came,—at least, 
the number of suth is very small, I think 


at my beginning here. Allhis while too, 
the business of the place has been decreas- 
ing, the foreign population growing less and 
less and of course the attendance on Sab- 
bath services, so that I should have almost 
been compelled to leave the place long be- 
fore now, for want of something to do, had I 
not continued to open some new channels of 
usefulness. #But having oblained help from 
God I continge till this day, witnessing both 
small and great,” by the wayside, and in the | 
house, on the land and on the sea, God’s holy 
truth, with what success, I must wait till the 
judgment day toknow. Some things have 
been done however. The gospel has been : 
preached for these years almost without hin- 
drance, in a land that has been sealed against 
such preaching for these many years, by a 
religion calling itself christian, and I have 
reason to hope that some souls have been 
saved thereby. Then much good has been 
done among the natives, especially by the 
circulation of Bibles and other religious books 
and tracts, in large numbers, so that at pres- 
ent more than half the families in the city 
have the Bible, in whole or in part, and near- 
ly half the children of Panama, are using it 
as a school book. 

And another thing has been done, it has. 
been proved by experiment, that to a temper- 
ance man, the much dreaded climate of *this 
place is as free from harm as that of any 
trepical country, while few brandy drinkers 
can endure it for any length of time. as 
Ever since I came here, Sabbath services 
have been held almost as regularly as in your 
own city, in 3 hired room used asa chapel.

The Libel Case. 


This suit of George Thatcher and wife, vs. 
the Publishing Committee of the California 
Christian Advocote. was tried last week in the 
Fourth District Court, Judge Lake presiding. 
The damages were laidat $15,000, damages 
awarded by the jury $3,000. | 
The facts of the case are briefly these :— 
Some time last summer the Rev. M. C. 
Briggs, of this city, being in the lower part of 
the county, heard, as matters of common 
fame, of séme infamous scenes reported to 
have taken place there, in which a young 
girl was the victim. From the best of mo- 
tives, which we honor in the man, Mr. Briggs 
sent a communication to the Advocate, over an 
assumed name, giving a brief statement of 
of the facts as he received them, without giv- 
ing the names of the parties implicated. The 
statement was published. Of course terrible 
indignation was the result, and then the pros- 
ecution. Mr. Briggs avowed in court that he 
was the author of the article, and it was evi- 
dent to all that the defendants were innocent 
of any intended wrong whatever. And yet, 
most strangely, Judge Lake ruled that—~ 

“ The publisher of a newspaper, as such, is 
legally responsible for any libel which ap- 
pears in its columns. He is fully responsible 
as is the writer of the article himself, no mat- 
ter whether the libel is published as an ad- 
vertisement, no matter whether. it is paid for 
or not.” |

Letter from Sears’ Diggings. 
Sr. Lovis, Dec. 15, 1854. 

Editor Pacific :—Our village which was 
burned to ashes, on the 19th day of August 
last, has been handsomely rebuilt. The 
streets are much wider in the new than they 
were in the old town,and the houses are made 
sufficiently strong to stand the heavy snows 
so common to this region in the winter. 
We have improved in some other respects 
likewise. 

The St. Louis Library Association was or- 
ganized on the 15th day of October, with a 
capital stock of five hundred dollars, divided 
into fifty shares of ten: dollars each. The 
stock is all sold, and the Association have 
purchased 229 volumes as follows :—22 vo- 
lumes of History, 24 Biography, 12 Poetry, 18 
Law and Politics, 9 Natural History, 6 Trav- 
els, 5 Theology, 17 vols. Harper’s New Mis- 


tionary of the Art’s and Sciences, together 
‘with a variety of scientific and miscellaneous 
works. The Association has taken out certi- 
ficates of incorporation, which shows their in- 
tention of making this a permanent institu- 
tion. A meeting will be held in a few days 
to enlarge the stock of the Company, so as to 
‘allow every person who wishes, to avail 
themselves of the benefit of the Library. 
Works of fiction are excluded. 

Great preparations are now being made for 
mining operations in this part of the country. 
New flumes are being put in,old ones extended 
and enlarged, new ditches dug, and new 
routes surveyed. Of the latter, the most ex- 
tensive is one run by Judge Perrington, from 
here to the Middle Fork of Feather River. 
Its estimated cost is some $300,000, and it is 
hundred sluice-heads of clear water, Should 
dance of water the year round, and not, as 
now, depend upon the wet season.

Our city has been the scene of two tragic 
occurrences within a few days, in one of 
which a woman was the principal actor, and 
in the other, the remote cause of the diffi- 
culty. | 
~ It seems that Mrs. Lizzie Howard Sullivan, 
a young widow, had been living for some 
months with a policeman, by name of Kerri- 
son,who, according to her story, had promised 
‘to marry her. Becoming suspicious, a couple 
of weeks since, that Kerrison intended to de- 
_sert her, the love, that she had entertained 
for him, was changed toa deadly hate, and 
she resolved to take the means of vengeance 
in her own hands. Meeting him, Monday 
evening, on Merchant street, she drew a 
bowie knife, and suddenly.attacked him, in- 
flicting a severe blow in the left breast. 
The wound penetrated the left lung, and is 
considered by the physicians as very danger- 
ous, if not mortal. Kerrison fled to the Mar- 
shal’s office,.in the City Hall, Mrs. S. follow- 
ing in hot pursuit, with evident intention of 
repeating the blow, but, before reaching him, 
she was arrested and sent to the Station 
House. 

She declares it was her purpose to have 


been successful in killing Kerrison. Instead 
of exhibiting sorrow for her act, her only re- 
gret is that she was foiled in her attempt. 
She has on several occasions purchased poi- 


igpons, with which to put an end to her own 


life, but has been prevented from using them 
by the interference of her friends. 

A letter was found on her person, addressed 
to Kerrison, in which she bitterly reproaches 
him for his teatment of her, saying he had 
“given her no choice but a life of prospitu- 
tion,” to which she would gladly prefer death: 
She asserts that until the time she went to 
live with Kerrison, under promise of marriage, 
she was a virtuous woman.

California Academy of Natural Sciences.

A communication was read from Mr. J. G. 

Swan of Shoalwater Bay, giving the results 


of a series of experiments concerning the 


Mass. by order of the Navy Department. 

The object aimed at was, to prevent the 
rigidity in cold weather.:and the loss of 
strength, consequent upon the common mode 
of tarring. To accomplish this, Mr. Swan 
made use of a mixture containing twenty 
five parts of oil of tar, three parts of sperm 
oil and two parts of olive oil; one part of this 
to be added to twenty five parts of common 
tar. ope prepared in this manner was sub- 
jected to abundant tests. i was found to be 
equally pliable in cold and in warm weath- 
er; a twenty six inch cable, made for the 
Ship of the. Line Columbus was handled as 
readily in January as in August. The strength 
of Russia hemp was found to be actually in- 
creased by this mode of tarring, about tive 
percent, whereas by the common mode it 
was diminished about twelve per cent— 
With American hemp a like increase of 
strength was not gained. 

Mr. Swan deems that a portion of the ad- 
vantage is derived from the lower tempera- 
ture at which the tar can thus be applied.
